The splendor of the Canadian Rock- 
fes is presented on many of the 
canoe routes in British Columbia, On 
the Columbia river trips and others, 
the canoeist sees many interesting and 
unusual sights, as the game and other 
features are particularly characteris- 
tie of the province.

Shallow ploughing during four years 
at the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, has given as large a yleld of 
corn and oats as has deep ploughing 
It ls necessary, however, says the De 
minion Field Husbandman in bis an 
nual report for 1925, to do good 
ploughing, to turn all the land and to 
eul and cover all the weeds. A table 
in the report shows that at four inch 


es deep on light soll the yleld of corn 
after sod averaged 21.71 tons and of 
oats after corn 69.2 bushels. At sev 
en tnches deep the average of corn 
was 21.45 tong and of oats 65.4 bush 
els. Last year was especially good for 
oats after corn, the yield at four inch 


tes belng 95,5 bushels and at seven 


inches 78.4 bushels
